Madsen said the decision to make any policy or 
administrative changes at the studio is completely 
up to BYU, and that it “was not our concern and not 
part of our investigation.” 

Paul Richards, BY U’s director of public commu- 
nications, said BY U was pleased with the results of 
the investigation. 

“We've been on hold waiting for it (the investiga- 
tion results), and now we can go back and look at 
the situation. We may do some fine-tuning in the 
management structure, but that hasn’t been deter- 
mined yet,” Richards said. 

Richards said Studio Director Peter Johnson 
would not be imperiled by any management 
changes evolving from the investigation’s findings. 

According to an Associated Press article, the 
studio faced allegations that it produced commer- 
cial “for-profit” projects by using tithes or other 
money, that Johnson used studio em- 


ployees to do private remodeling at his home, that 
studio employees used their positions to make im- 
proper purchases, and that employees were im- 
properly fired. 

Richard Casto, an investigator from the Utah 
County Sheriff's office who assisted in the investi- 
gation, questioned 12 complainants, BY U auditors 
and other university officials and found no sub- 
stance to the accusations, Madsen said. 

The county attorney and sheriffs office were 
called in by BY U to conduct an independent inves- 
tigation, even though Madsen said, “We were 
somewhat reticent at the beginning to conduct the 
investigation in the absence of clear-cut allegations 
of criminal activity.” 

“At their request we have pursued it, and we 
have pursued it as far as we believe is statutorily 
advisable for us to do so. Anything past this is 
beyond our responsibility,” Madsen said.

Six years ago Kem Hearne was a 
quadriplegic who couldn’t open and 
shut his own eyes without the help of 
a doctor. On Monday, 33-year-old 
Hearne will travel 484 miles by 
wheelchair, crutches and his own 
manpower to raise money for a center 
that will help victims of head, brain 
and spinal injuries.

During the next year Hearne said 
he progressed from a mouth-operated 
wheelchair to taking his first steps 
through the means of rehabilitation 
and determination. Hearne said to- 
day his left side is still 75 percent

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Inflation at its highest level since 1982 


WASHINGTON —Consumer prices, fueled by sharp increases in clothing, 
housing and medical costs, shot up 0.5 percent in March to push inflation to the 
highest level since 1982, the government said Tuesday. 

Private economists saw the unexpectedly brisk advance in the Labor De- 
partment’s Consumer Price Index as a discouraging sign that inflation was not 
retreating as they had hoped. 

The various changes left the Consumer Price Index at 128.7 before seasonal 
adjustments. That meant that a hypothetical selection of goods and services 
costing $100 in the 1982-84 base period would have cost $128.70 last month, up 
from $122.50 a year ago. 

Through the first three months of the year, inflation has risen at an annual 
rate of 8.5 percent, the fastest quarterly increase since a 10.1 percent rate of 
increase in the spring of 1982. 

Part of the surge earlier in the year was attributed to an unusually cold 
December that froze crops along the Gulf Coast and sent fuel oil prices 
skyward. 

But March declines in energy and fruit and vegetable prices were not 
enough to offset widespread increases elsewhere. 

While inflation is still expected to slow in coming months, the March figure 
sent some economists scurrying to revise upward their forecast for the entire 
year. 


3 charged with computer credit scam 


PROVO — Utah County investigators say up to a dozen financial institu- 
tions are believed to have been bilked of several hundred thousand dollars ina 
computer fraud scheme. 

Authorities said that Randy 8S. Yagi, 32, of Salt Lake City, Kathleen B. 
Lees, 34, and Lora Davis, 28, both of Provo, have been charged with multiple 
related counts of computer crime, racketeering, making false credit reports 
and communications fraud. 

Prosecutors allege the defendants used computers to create credit histories 
for phony businesses and individuals and then, posing as those individuals, 
secured cash advances and loans. 

Deputy Utah County Attorney Craig Madsen said Lees and Davis are 
former employees of the Provo Credit Bureau. The two purportedly worked at 
the bureau during the alleged crimes, which occurred from spring 1989 until 
February of this year, Madsen added. 


Civil rights leader dies of heart failure 


ATLANTA — The Rev. Ralph David Abernathy, who created the civil 
rights movement with Martin Luther King Jr. but decades later enraged the 
slain leader’s supporters by writing about his alleged infidelity, died Tuesday. 

Abernathy, who had cradled the fallen King’s bloodied head after he was 
struck down by a bullet in 1968, was 64. 

Abernathy’s heart stopped while he was being prepared for a lung scan at 
Crawford Long Hospital, said hospital spokeswoman Tisha Burland. 

Rey. Joseph Lowery, who succeeded Abernathy as president of the South- 
ern Christian Leadership Council, described Abernathy on Tuesday as “a 
faithful servant of the cause of liberty and justice.” 

King’s son, Fulton County Commissioner Martin Luther King III, called 
Abernathy’s death “a very tragic loss to our nation.” 

“His total life and passion was his support of Martin Luther King,” said 
former Mayor Andrew Young, another key King aide in the movement. 

Young said that if Abernathy had a weakness, “it was trying to fill Martin 
Luther King Jr.’s shoes after his death, and that was an impossible task.” 


High Court rules against religious drugs 


WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court said Tuesday there is no constitu- 
tional right to take illegal drugs, such as peyote, for religious reasons. 

Dissenting justices said the 6-3 ruling permits religious oppression of Indi- 
ans and perhaps others with unorthodox views. 

The court ruled that Oregon officials may deny unemployment benefits to 
two fired drug counselors who took small amounts of peyote, a cactus “button” 
containing the hallucinogen mescaline, in Indian religious ceremonies. 

Justice Antonin Scalia, writing for the court, said it “would be courting 
anarchy” to let a few do what is illegal for everyone else. 

“We have never held that an individual’s religious beliefs excuse him from 
compliance with an otherwise valid law prohibiting the conduct that the state

Service groups Call for special session 


SALT LAKE CITY — The Utah Human Services Coalition is calling for a 
special legislative session to find money for programs that were left wanting 
by lawmakers during the 1990 general session. 

Utah Issues Director Bill Walsh said Tuesday that many of the state’s social 
service programs can’t wait until 1991 to be funded. 

“Year after year we are told to wait until next year but next year never 
comes,” he said. Walsh and representatives of other social service groups held 
a news conference to outline a list of 16 programs in need of money. The 
request totals $8.2 million, but Walsh said funds for all programs couldn’t be 
found, the money would be distributed to all the programs. 

The programs are targeted for the handicapped, elderly and children from 
low income families. “Unfortunately the legislators failing to perform, is the 
most unthinkable, inhuman approach ever,” Walsh said. “Dante said the 
hottest places in hell should be reserved for those who stay neutral in times of 
moral crisis.”

Holmes Canyon at dawn in search of 
the men, who failed to return from a 
hike Monday, found them sitting at 
the top of the canyon at about 11:20 
a.m., said Box Elder County Sheriff's 
dispatcher Brenda Atencio. 

“Apparently they were all in such 
good condition they doubted they’d 
have to see a doctor,” she said. 

Ethan Weyand of Idaho Falls, 
Idaho, and Latu Fifita of Vavau, 
Tonga, both 21, are with the Utah- 
Ogden Mission of the Church, said 
church spokesman Don LeFevre.

“My country has decided to learn 
the lessons from the past and act on 
global warming now,” Alders told the 
delegates, according to a transcript 
made public by the Dutch delegation. 

“T know there’s a debate raging out 
there,” Bush said in his welcoming 
remarks to the delegates, all Cabinet- 
level ministers involved:in environ- 
mental, economic and science issues. 

But he said he was confident that 
more research and examination of 
economic factors before action to curb 
“oreenhouse” pollutants such as car- 
bon dioxide “is the way to go.” 

Scientists, including Bush’s own 
science advisers, generally agree that 
manmade pollution, especially the re- 
lease of carbon dioxide from burning 
of fossil fuels, is causing heat to be 
trapped and will result in a warming 
of the globe. 

Many say the Earth’s temperature 
could increase by as much as 4 de- 
grees to 9 degrees Fahrenheit by the

Each portion of the return receives 
ascore based on the national average, 
and those with the highest scores are 
audited first, said Hadley. 

Audits can be-conducted either in 
person or through the mail.

While attending BYU over the past few years I have 
listened with interest to the great amount of criticism 
which people around this valley have hurled at Geneva 
Steel for their air polluting activities. 

Geneva definitely needs to clean up its act, but it is not 
alone in this air dirtying shame. Cars, trucks, buses and 
other forms of motorized transportation are responsible 
for the majority of carbon monoxide pollution in Utah 
Valley (not Geneva Steel). 

Pound for pound, carbon monoxide is not as toxic as the 
particulate matter (PM-10) or the oxides of sulphur which 
Geneva pumps out, but it still can be harmful in the 
quantities sometimes found here. Provo had 18 carbon 
monoxide standard violations this past winter. This is not 
an encouraging statistic considering that miles per vehicle 
are increasing and the population of the county is pro- 
jected to double over the next decade. 

We all need to do our part to lessen the air pollution in 
this valley.

Group wants library bulbs 
to lighten students’ load

Students planning to cram for finals 
in the Harold B. Lee Library may 
want to bring along a reading lamp. 
The results of a SAC Library Com- 
mittee study say that the library’s 
study carrels, tables, and group study 
rooms have insufficient lighting. 

According to the committee’s re- 
port, approximately 93 percent of the 
earrels, 75 percent of the tables and 
100 percent of the group study rooms 
had lighting below recommended 
minimum levels. 

“If you consistently work in sub- 
standard lighting, it can be very hard 
on your eyes ... it can certainly cause 
damage,” said Rodney Hansen, Li- 
brary Committee chairman. __ 

Because of concerns voiced by sev- 
eral students about eve strain and fa- 
tigue, the Library Committee ana- 
lyzed light levels in the library with a 
borrowed light meter from the 
Physics Department. 

After reviewing the study, the 


committee is recommending that the 
library install the maximum number 
of bulbs, higher wattage bulbs where 
possible and replace fixtures with 
newer, more effective ones. 

Larry Ostler, assistant university 
librarian, said the situation is some- 
what more complex than it seems. 
“The reason the light measures low is 
partly because of the conservation 
kick a few years ago ... and also an- 
other concern is that if we get too 
much light it damages some of our 
materials,” he said. 

“There is a balancing act involved,” 
he said. “We have to ask, ‘If we in- 
crease this light, is it going to damage 
our books?’” 

Ostler said he plans to review the 
committee’s findings and sugges- 
tions, but any major decisions about 
changes will come from higher au- 
thorities. 

“If we agree with the suggestions, 
then we'd need to talk to the director 
of the library, and make it a joint ef- 
fort. Then the next line is drawn by 
the physical plant,” he said.

A student’s likelihood of having dif- 
ficulty “saying no” to time infringe- 
ments rises during stressful periods 
— particularly finals, said an instruc- 
tor of Student Life’s weekly seminar, 
“Saying No Without Guilt.” 

Julie Cline, a senior from Salt Lake 
City majoring in English who teaches 
the course, said, “Often times, we’re 
so stressed out over the possibility of 
failure in our lives that we look for 
validation in our peers.” 

Cline also said that succumbing to 
persistent friends or acquaintances 
may cause students to lose touch with 
their own individuality. 

“Ifthey won't allow you to say no,” 
said Cline, “then what they're saying” 
is that their feelings and priorities are 
more important than yours.” 

Beth Brannen, a senior from Geor- 
gia majoring in family science who 
co-teaches the course, said occasions 
such as finals can be unnecessarily 
difficult for students who think serv- 
ing their fellowman means never say- 
ing no. 

“It helps to turn situations like this 
around,” said Brannen. “If you’re re- 
ally hung up over whether or not to 
sacrifice your own priorities for some- 
one else’s, it is good to honestly ask 
yourself if you would make a similar 
demand on that person.” 

“If the answer is no, then it may 
very well be time for you to say yes to 
some of your own priorities,” said 
Brannen.

LDS Church 
encyclopedia 
editors named

Three new editors have been ap- 
pointed to work on “The Encyclope- 
dia of Mormonism,” a five-volume en- 
cyclopedia on The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

Daniel H. Ludlow, editor in chief, 
said the new appointees are Addie 
Fuhriman, chair of the Department of 
Educational Psychology at the Uni- 
versity of Utah; Jeanne B. Inouye, an 
attorney and former clerk in the 9th 
Circuit Court of Appeals; and Ter- 
rance D. Olson, chair of the Depart- 
ment of Family Sciences at BYU. 

Ludlow said the new appointees 
join 11 other editors who are working 
on approximately 1,100 articles for 
the million-word encyclopedia. 

BYU and MacMillan Publishing 
Company of New York have joined 
together to produce and publish the 
first encyclopedia of Mormonism, 
written on the LDS Church, its his- 
tory, scriptures, doctrine, social and 
cultural aspects. 

Charles D. Tate Jr., associate se- 

nior editor, said BYU was contacted 
by MacMillan to see whether the uni- 
versity was interested in writing the 
encyclopedia. 
- With the approval of the First 
Presidency and Quorum of the 
Twelve Apostles of the LDS Church, 
the university has entered into a con- 
tract with MacMillan to produce “The 
Encyclopedia of Mormonism.” 

Quoting Elder Maxwell, a member 
of the Quorum of the Twelve Apostles 
in the LDS Church, Tate said, “Now 
it is our turn to tell our own story and 
let the people know we love the 
Lord.” 

Tate said, “The editors are working 
much harder and with a much heavier 
work load than they have ever car- 
ried.” 

The Mormon encyclopedia has 
more than 700 authors working on ar- 
ticles, more than 120 of whom are 
women. 

When the “Encyclopedia of the 
Constitution” was written it con- 
tained more than 2,000 articles writ- 
ten by more than 200 authors. 

“We want to send the world the 
message that we don’t have to be 
specialists in theology to understand 
the gospel of Jesus Christ, the scrip- 
tures, doctrines and history of the 
Church,” Tate said. 

BYU has 100 percent control over 
the content and MacMillan has 100 
percent control over printing and 
sales, he said. 


Tate’ said people at MacMillan! 


might have been concerned at first 
about the education of the authorship 
clientele who would be writing these

son, in their book “Studying Effec- 
tively and Efficiently,” said students 
can be physically and mentally pre- 
pared for studying and exam-taking 
by getting enough sleep, eating prop- 
erly and taking breaks. 

“Don’t try to keep concentrating 
for excessively long periods of time. 
You'll stop taking in information at a 
certain point,” the authors said. They 
suggested taking ten or fifteen 
minute breaks to start fresh every 
now and then. 

Pratt said another technique for 
studying is to be an active textbook 
reader. Passive reading is when “we 
expect bright numbers and letters to 
jump out at us when we open the text- 
book,” she said. 

Students might want to use the 
“REAP” textbook study method, 
Prati said. 

“REAP” stands for read, encode 
(put the material into your own 
words), annotate (take notes to test 
your knowledge) and ponder, (ac- 
tively applying what you have read). 

Stefan Bosworth, director of the 
learning skills and tutorial program at 
CUNY Medical School, said in his 
book “Learning Skills for the Science 
Student,” “You need to be thinking 
about the material as you go along, 
asking and answering your own ques- 
tions.” 

“By underlining the text, making 
marginal notes or by outlining the 
chapter as you read, you will be ac- 
tively involved in the learning pro- 
cess,” Bosworth said. 

In addition to examining text- 
books, study sessions may alse be 
helpful during finals, Pratt said. 
“Study with someone who has a simi- 
lar study style as you do,” and not 
with someone who wants to talk about 
what to wear on Sunday. 

Pratt said one of the things which 
has helped her most is maintaining a 
good sense of humor while studying 
material, especially lists because, “It 
helps me break the tension.” 

Furthermore, students need to set 
themselves up for success instead of 
failure, Pratt said. For example, do 
not think negative thoughts such as “I 
won't like this,” or “This will be bor- 
ing.” 

Pratt said, students should realize 
that learning is individualized. Ev- 
eryone has a best study method — 
some may effectively study in the li- 
brary, others cannot. 

Pratt said the Counseling and De- 
velopment Center will be»providing

Oakland mayor nixes 
Raiders move from L.A.

OAKLAND, Calif. — Mayor Li- 
onel Wilson said he will ask the City 
Council tonight to rescind the $428 
million deal with Los Angeles Raiders 
officials. 

Just five weeks after East Bay offi- 
cials jovously trumpeted the return of 
the long-lost Raiders, Wilson decided 
to ask that the multimillion-dollar 
deal be killed. 

Wilson, in the midst of a re-election 


~campaipn, had “been severely criti-~ 


cized by an outraged public that col- 
lected 33,000 signatures demanding 
that the offer be withdrawn or placed 
on the ballot. 

Since Raiders officials don't want 
the proposal on the ballot, the mayor 
decided to ask the council to cancel 
the joint citv and Alameda County 
offer in guaranteed payments instead 
of taking it toa public vote. 

“If it isn’t dead, it’s dying,” Wilson 
said Monday; referring to the effort to 
lure the team from Los Angeles. The 
Raiders moved south from Oakland in 
1982. 

When the petition drive started, 
Raiders officials said they would pull 
out of the agreement if the proposal 
went before the voters because they 
could not wait for the vote. 

Minutes before making his surprise 
announcement, Wilson spoke by 
phone to Raiders part-owner Jack 
Brooks, the chief negotiator for the 
team, but they failed to agree on revi- 
sions that could satisfy the petitioners 
and the team. 

Petition organizers last week deliv- 
ered more than 33,000 signatures, far 
more than needed to place the issue 
on the ballot. 

But Brooks said Monday there 
would be nothing for the voters to 
decide because no deal had been 
signed. 

“I don’t know what they would vote 
on because there is no offer pending,” 
he said. 

The deal approved by Oakland and 
Alameda County guaranteed the 
Raiders $428 million in ticket sales 
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and franchise fees over a 15-year pe- — 


riod. 

“We are happy that the citizens of 
Oakland have been heard from and 
that we now do not have ... a bad deal 
being forced upon us,” said Frank 
Russo, the lawver who led the peti- 
tion effort. 

Don Perata, chairman of the 
Alameda County Board of Supervi- 
sors, blasted Wilson. 

“The deal is finished,” he said. “I 


am very disappointed in the maniertilg 


in ‘whieh’ (Wilson). did: it. For 15 
months, we operated as partners in 
an enterprise we felt was good for the 
community. But it is a partnership. 
And when one partner pulls out, vou 
kill the proposal.” 

However, Oakland City Council- 
man | Richard Spees, who joined 
Wilson on the narrow council major- 
ity that backed the deal, said there 
was still a chance for a new agree- 
ment. 

The Oakland Coliseum has col- 
lected more than $5 million from fans 


in refundable deposits for 40,000. - 


seats. 

“We have an asset now, those tick- 
ets,” said Spees, who appeared with 
Wilson for the news conference. “So I 
don’t agree the deal is necessarily 
dead.” 

Coliseum spokesman Mike Golub 
said that refunds will be available 
starting May 1 “on all seats with or 
without a deal. That has been our pol- 
icy all along.” ; 

Wilson said the Raiders had not dis- 
cussed reopening talks and that the 
next step is up to the council. 

The plan needs state approval of 
the application by Oakland and 
Alameda County to sell $75 million in 
tax-free bonds. 

Assemblyman Mike Roos, D-Los 
Angeles, held the one-day hearing to 
gather information on the deal he said 
would put the city and county “into 
the ticket brokering business.” 

Taxpayers would be forced to make 
up a $200 million deficit even if the 
team sold out. every game for 15 
years, Roos charged.
